«ln a memorandum to superlore on Bov. 22, Lt. 
jack RavlLl, head of the Balls® police criminal 
Intelligence sguad, reported that FBI special age 
James ( Joe) floaty had acknowledged awareness o£ 

Oswald in the basement of the City Hall at 2i p * m ’ 

22. Hi® remark was made as five officers brought 

Oswald in from Oak Cliff, Rcvill reported . . - 

Th® article refers to “Lt. RevlU*® five-paragruE* 
wjmo* concerning th® above-mentioned incident and also states 
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that © second officer, 3. UftCKIE) BRYAH, of the Da lias 
Police Department had “supported RKVILX, 8 ® statement and filled 
in other parts of the conversation between REVXLL and HOSTY . * 
Th® erticXe continues that "in addition to mentioning 
that KOSTf said the TO2 knew ©£KAU3 was capable of such an act, 
the memo ©aid HOSTY told REVILL other facts about the one-time 
Russia resident and admitted Marxist . . • * 

Chi Nova saber 22, 1963, at approximately 3*00 PM, Z 
arrived at the Dallas police Department for the purpose of 
sitting toi on an interview of les HARVEY ©SKALD. when Z ar- 
rived at tiie basement of the Dallas Police Department, I met 
Lieutenant JACK REVILL, whom I know to be the head of the 
Intelligence Unit of the Dallas Police Department.. Lieutenant 
REVILL advised ate that he "had a hot lead" on the assassination 
of President KENNEDY and that a man whose first name was LSE 
via the only employee of the Texas School Book Depository who 
had not been accounted for,. Z then told Lieutenant REVILL 
that LEE IWRVEY OSWALD had already been arrested about one 



hour previously by the Dallas Police Dopartmant and was at 
that time in the office of Captain WILL FRITZ, Homicide Bureau, 
Dallas Police Department, being interrogated. 
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To my knowledge, this was fchs first time that 
Lieutenant Fir v ILL know of osk^ld’ a arreet. 

I further advised Lieutenant REVILL that OSWALD 
had defected to Russia and had returned to this area in 1962, 
and that OSWALD was employed St the Texas School Book Deposi- 
tory, I also advised Lieutenant RBVILL that OSWALD was at 
, that time the main suspect in the assassination of President 
KEKHEDT. . . ' 

The above constitutes the entire contents o£ my 
conversation with Lieutenant R 2 VILL which took place on the 
stairway from the basement to the third floor at the Dallas 
Police Department, during which time both Lieutenant REVZLL 
and myself ware running up the stairs and not facing each 
©there There were numerous people going up and down the 
stairs at the time ©S .ay conversation with Lieutenant REVZLL 
and the noise level was very high, making it very difficult 
to hear anything. Although 2 know Detective V. J. (dhCKIB) 
BRTAN, of the Da lie s Police Departmsnt, by sight, I do not 
recall seeing him on this occasion or ever having a conversa- 
tion with Lieutenant REVILL in BETAS* s presence, or having a 
conversation with Detective BETAS,

to Lieutenant REVILL or anyone that tha FBI toev OSmU3>

Hy conversation wit* Lieutenant KnVTLL on November 
22a X963. lasted not more than a minute and a half. Further- 
more, X did not reach the Dallas Police Department until ap- 
proximately 3*00 m, November 22, *hich was after OSWALD had ^ 
been brought to the Dellas Police tepartaant, identified, 
pnd was in Captain WILL FRITZ* s office. As stated above, my 
purpose to going to the Dallas Police Department ws to alt 
inonan interview with LEE HARVBY OSWALD and 2 commenced this 
assignment at 3.15 PM, according to my wrist watch.
